Checkerboard Sandwich 


Checkerboard sandwiches for the 
bridge luncheon is the dernier cri of 
fashionable. society. Dainty. morsels 
of white and whole wheat bread, made 
to look like mosaic work, appeal pot 
only to the palate but the eye.

Spread the 
whole slice with outter or margarine, 
then with a filling made from cream 
cheese, softened with cream or salad 
tnd mixed with lots of 
chopped parsley, Roll each tong slice 

up like a jelly roll, tet stand a few 

minutes. and slice thin. 
Layer Loaf Sandwiches. 

Remove crust from a sandwich loaf 
as before and cut ju five lengthwise 
slices. Spread with margarire or ‘but- 
ter, Put bread together like .a layer 
eake, then cover the eutire loaf with 
softened cheese after the manner of 
“trasting as cake. Decorate the top. 

Make twelve hours before using and 
tress before covering with cheese. 

The first layer may be filled with 
chopped sweet pickles and parsley, 
moistened with dressing; the second 
with tard-cooked egg yolk mixed 
with margarine or butter; the third 

with hard-cooked egg whites chopped,

North Caralina 
where education, I am told by experts 
in pedagogical matters, has not 
reached the state of perfection which 
it has done in Callfornia aud Massa 
chusetts, for exainple. A gentleumnu 
wishing a stenographer who had some 
accurate knowledge of orthography. Is 
said to have Inserted the following 
notice in his local paper: 

“Wanted—Stenographer for speciui 
work after hours. Prefer one whu 
has no college education, as the work 
wlll require correct spelling and punc 
tuation, and the use of common sense.” 

Why doesn’t the high school gradu 
ate and the college student know 
something of the simple elements. of 
correct orthography and of punctu- 
ation? Perhaps the first reason’ ls 
that with all the training ton English 
which he has bad, he has really never 
given any serlous thought to these | 
details. He hasn't bad his mind ou 
them. And secondly, no one has ever 
Made him see the real importance of 
aecuracy in writing. 

“You know. what | mean,” he says, 
“so why be so particular.” He can't 
spell and punctuate correctly because 
he thinks there are so many other 
things of greater importance. Why 


waste time on. trifles?
